were repelled. The commentator 
also said that the Russians have 
again attempted a landing in the 
Lagoon area of the Kuban bridge- 
head. 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
Moscow states that the Red Air 
Force is maintaining pressure against 
key German communication. points, 
and making three major sorties or 
more for every one made by the 
Germans. Not only does the Ger- 
man Command seem to be playing a 
waiting game on the ground, but 
it also appears to be chary of going 
all out in the air, it is claimed. 
Its attitude in regard to land opera- 
tions is ascribed to inability to risk 
a really great offensive. 

During recent raids on certain 
Soviet towns—one of them, Gorki— 
it is reported that the Germans 
dropped leaflets appealing to the 
Soviet authorities to evacuate women 
and children. 

The Soviet News Agency claims 
that “during the fortnight ended 
last Saturday the Germans lost 487 
‘planes shot down in air fights or 
by ground defences in attempts to 
attack Russian war factories and 
other military targets in the rear. 
Russian losses for the same period 
were 168 aircraft.’’

LEGHORN RAID 


Over a hundred Flying Fortresses, 
it was disclosed yesterday, made a 
heavy attack on Leghorn, the 
Italian supply port for Corsica and 
Sardinia, on Monday. Their 900 
miles round trip was the point of 
Allied arrow-head attacks on Italy 
in the past 36 hours. 

R.A.F. Wellingtons made the right 
flank assault on Sunday-Monday 
night, when they once again attacked 
San Giovanni, mainland terminus of 
the Sicily ferry seryice. On the other 
flank Allied medium bombers, with 
fighter escort, attacked key targets 
in Sardinia in daylight. 

Leghorn, 160 miles north-west of 
Rome, took one of the fiercest and 
most concentrated assaults launched 
by North African based Fortresses. 
Their bombs were dtopped with de- 
vastating effect on one of Italy’s 
most important oil refineries and 
shipping in the harbour. 

Later it was confirmed that a nor.- 
operational Italian cruiser—now be- 
lieved to be a training ship—had 
been hit, in addition to four supply 
ships and a power house. The oil 
storage tanks burned for some hours 
after the raid. All the Flying For- 
tresses returned safely, states Reu- 
ter’s special correspondent, after en- 
countering little opposition. 

The raid on Leghorn was concen- 
trated in the centre of the town, 
according to the Giornale d'Italia. 
“The American bombers attacked 
in three or four waves. The streets 
leading to and around the railway 
station were hit particularly hard. 
Many buildings were destroyed.’ 


NEW WEAPONS 


German radio stated last night :—

weapons, whose existence has, so far, 
been kept secret, are ready for the 
defence of.

But, of course, by far and away 
the most important of all the Greek 
islands is Crete. Not only so: in 
the present strategical situation 
Crete is the most important position 
in the Mediterranean—west, central 
or east. This assertion should, 
perhaps, be given some RN 
proof, because there is a genera 
tendency to rate the larger Italian 
islands as of greater significance. 

Crete, in Axis hands, closes the 
7Egean—and, equally, in - Allied 
possession it would open to them 
that sea. The island is 160 miles 
long, 60 miles from Greece and 100- 
odd from Asia—those -distances 
being reduced by intervening islands. 
If the Allies could secure Crete, it 
is difficult to see how. Axis troops 
could be withdrawn from the 
Dodekanese or any other Atgean 
islands. The Gréek mainland would

As 
an approach to the Adriatic, too, it 
is the best the Allies are likely to 
be in the way of using for some time 
to come: its location and size give 
it a big advantage over Malta in 
this respect. 

Crete, however, is ““a horse of 
another colour ” than Castellorizzo, 
which could presumably be taken by 
a good commando operation. Crete 
is unlikely to be any easier to take 
now than it’ was in May, 1941. 
Indeed, the fighting is likely to be 
on a very much more formidable 
scale; for the Germans have had 
two years to make their prepara- 
tions for the defence of the island— 
and, needless to say, they are fully 
alive to its positional importance.

RELIC of Admiral Lord 
Collingwood, Lord WNelson’s 
second in command at the 
Battle of Trafalgar, was auctioned 
in Dublin yesterday, when over six 
thousand pounds’ worth of silver, 
jewellery, miniatures and curios— 
heirlooms of the Robinson family, 
of Rokeby Hall, Dunleer, Co. 
Louth—was sold in under four hours 
by Messrs. James H.« North and 
Co. in their Grafton street sale- 
rooms. 

It was a diamond necklet, com- 
posed of one large centre stone and 
another large stone at the clasp, with 
forty graduated stones and numerous 
small brilliants, and it fetched the 
highest price at the auction—£825. 
A diamond necklace which was 
not part of the collection was sold 
for 51.400. 

Andther remarkable’ price was that 
paid for an eleven-ounce piece of 
silver five inches high—a Charles 
Second porringer and cover, richly 
chased. It sold at more than £19 
an ounce, and cost its purchaser 
£210. <A twenty-ounce paten-shaped 
tray, used as a stand for the 
porringer, was bought for £350. 
The heirlooms had been left to 
Mr. Aston Montgomery, of Kenya, 
by Mrs. Maude Montgomery, who 
was married to his uncle. She was 
the last of the Robinsons, a family 
founded by Dr. Richard Robinson. 
Lord Rokeby,. Archbishop of Armagh 
and Primate and Metropolitan of 
All Ireland, who built Rokeby Hall, 
for centuries the home of the Robin- 
son family. Aston Montgomery— 
who has lived abroad for some 
years—had to get special permission 
from an Irish “court before he could 
sell the heirlooms. 

A picture of Archbishop Robinson, 
painted by Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
will be auctioned next month, 
together with other notable paint- 
ings in the possession of the family.
